SAIGON (AP) — U.S. bomb­ 
ers stru ck inside North Viet­ 
nam and along its frontiers for 
a third su ccessiv e day , while 
other allied aircraft wip ed ou t 
two of Hanoi’s base camp s in 
Sou th Vietnam cau sing heav y 
enemy losses, military sp okes­ 
men said today . 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong forees mou nted a fou rth 
day of intensified shelling at­ 
tacks in the Sou th. The Sou th 
Vietnamese command said a 
p rov incial eap ital and three dis­ 
trict towns were shelled. Two 
Sou th Vietnamese were killed 
and 11 wou nded. 
ilie air attaek inside North 
Vietnam 
Thu rsday was 
trig­ 
gered, the U.S. Command said, 
when an antiaircraft gu n fired 
at two Air Force fighter-bomb- 
crs 
on

Hanoi’s Ho Chi 
Minh su p p ly 
trail in Laos. 
The attack occu rred in the 
Ban Karai p ass on the Laos- 
North Vietnam border, abou t 37 
miles north of the demilitarized 
zone. A command sp okesman, 
.Maj. Richard Gardner, said re­ 
su lts of the U.S. attack were 
not known bu t the American 
jets were not hit. 
It was 
the 62nd strike

American bombers inside North 
Vietnam this y ear u nder Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s p rotectiv e reaction 
p olicy . 
U.S. bombers hav e step p ed 
u p raids against the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in anticip ation of the 
annu al dry season p u sh of war 
materials into Sou th Vietnam 
and Cambodia. The monsoons 
shou ld end nex t month, and the 
North Vietnamese are try ing to 
rep air the trail.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) —

agreement with IHC Inc. this 
week v irtu ally assu res that the 
state will get fu ll rep ay ment 
ev entu ally of the $2 million

loaned the firm in 1969. 
Bu t how mu ch of two other 
loans totaling $8 million will be 
retriev able remains in dou bt, 
Brown said Thu rsday . 
The two sets of loans — each 
for SI million — were made to 
King Resou rces Inc. of Dallas, 
Tex ., and Fou r Seasons Nu rs­ 
ing Homes of America, an Ok­ 
lahoma City based firm. 
Both comp anies arc in the 
p rocess of reorganization. 
Brown’s office has been nego­ 
tiating in an effort to get as 
mu ch of the state’s money back 
as p ossible. 
In addition, Brown has filed a 
su it in the Fou r Seasons case 
asking fu ll rep ay ment imme 
diately . The su it was tu rned 
down in federal cou rt in Okla­ 
homa City . An ap p eal has been 
filed in the 6th Circu it Cou rt of 
Ap p eals in Denv er. 
Bu t Brown said he 
thou ght 
Ohio's chances for getting a fa­ 
v orable settlement of the loans 
was better with King than with 
Fou r Seasons. 
“ I 
hav e 
my dou bts 
abou t 
Fou r Seasons.” lie said. “ Bu t 
with King we're still v ery mu ch 
in the fight.” 
One 
of Brown's 
assistants,

Chile, 
where for many years people 
seemed to prefer foreign music 
to their own. 
New folk singers and groups 
are emerging. Sales of folk 
records, although still a small 
fraction of the market, have 
reached all-time highs. Radio 
stations 
are 
playing 
more 
Chilean folk music than ever 
before. 
Partial credit for this goes to 
the nationalistic leftist govern­ 
ment 
of 
President 
Salvador 
Allende, which is making an 
active effort to promote native 
culture. 
‘ ‘ C h i l e a n s 
slowly 
are 
becoming aware of their own 
musical heritage,” said Ruben 
Nouzeilles, artistic director of 
Odeon 
Records. 
‘‘We 
began 
recording Chilean folk music 18 
year ago, when most people in 
the 
country didn’t 
know 
it 
existed.” 
Long, narrow Chile is rich in 
folk music. Song! and dances 
s u c h 
as 
“tonadas” 
and 
“ cuecas,” whose roots go back 
to medieval Spain and the Arab 
conquest 
of Iberia, 
tell 
of 
Chile’s 
land and 
people 
— 
farm ers, cowboys, city dwellers. 
Ami Chile has conserved music 
composed perhaps 1,000 years 
ago by the Incas of the high 
northern desert, which is played 
on a five-note scale using in- 
s t r u m e n t s 
such 
as 
the 
“Quena ” a flute made from a 
piece of hollowed out sugar 
cane, and the “ charango,” whic 
vaguely resembles 
a 
ukuele 
but has IO strings and is fash- 
iond from an armadillo shell.

Fulk, Earl of Stafford, holds the 
center of the stage throughout.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Secretary

Brown, a minority member of 
the State Apportionment Board 
that must draw new legislative 
boundaries, told Gov. John J. 
GilJgan today one of his re­ 
quests would cost $3,515. 
Gilligan, as chairman of the 
board, has ordered Brown to 
supply maps showing political 
boundaries 
and

Brown said that he had asked 
the U. S. Bureau of Census to 
supply him with the population 
maps.

“ I would be very surprised if

A graphic new exposition, Those Inventive 
Americans (pub. by National Geographic 
Magazine Press), is a reminder that in 1771, 
the youngest of that trio, Thompson, “nar­ 
rowly escaped electrocution in repeating 
Franklin's kite experiment.” 
Thompson was eighteen in 1771, a preco­ 
cious medical student in his native Woburn, 
Mass., and attendant at lectures in science at 
Harvard. The next year he married oppor­ 
tunely a rich widow, Sarah Walker Rolfe, 


fourteen years his senior, and secured a sub­ 
stantial dowry. The marriage was brief: they 
parted for good in 1775, when Thompson, a 
confirmed Tory, joined the British forces. He 
served as an army officer, political agent, 
and engineer in improvement of munitions. 
At the end of the war, he transferred in 
all three capacities to the service of the Elec­ 
tor of Hanover (kinsman of George H I of 
Britain). His far-ranging researches devel­ 
oped notable improvements in lighting, heat­ 
ing and cooking devices, vehicular traction, 
and ballistics, among other things. The Elec­ 
tor made him a Count of the Holy Roman 
Empire, and Thompson chose the title Count 
Rumford, for the old name of Concord, N.H. 
Attainments of the third of the trio men­ 
tioned above are treated anew, refreshingly, 
in Benjamin Rush: Revolutionary Gadfly, by 
David Freeman Hawke

Bishops Take Up Celibacy Issue

NEW YORK (AP) — On 
touchy problems, the Roman 
Catholic Church edges up on 
them, by stops and starts, by 
pulling 
back, 
then 
moving 
ahead again, by partial, tenta­ 
tive steps that often eventually 
become the norm. 
That pattern was discernible 
this week as the Church’s lead­ 
ers prepared to gather in Rome 
for an international Synod of 
Bishops beginning next Thurs­ 
day. 
They’ll take up, for full scale 
analysis, 
a 
bristling 
subject 
that until recently was banned 
from their official discussion— 
the requirement of celibacy for 
priests. 
Although Pope Paul VI has 
authorized consideration only of 
the 
possibility 
of 
ordaining 
some married men in areas of 
acute need, taking up that lim­ 
ited aspect, in effect, opens up 
the whole celibacy question. 
This now is the clear pros­ 
pect, as urged by several na­ 
tional 
hierarchies, 
including 
those of Canada, Japan, the 
Netherlands, and as highlighted 
in preparatory studies made for 
U.S. bishops. 
Only 
last 
year, 
after 
the 
Dutch bishops called for a full 
airing of the topic, Pope Paul 
issued a letter, saying priestly 
celibacy is an essential law of 
the Church and “ it cannot be 
subjected to argument.” 
But as ferment over the mat­ 
ter swelled, he tempered his 


stand to make room for bring­ 
ing up the subject under the 
question of whether to permit, 
in special circumstances, ordi­

Combat Losses 


13 During Week 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command announced Thursday 
that 13 American servicemen 
were killed in action in Viet 
nam last week, marking the 
10th 
consecutive , week 
that 
combat deaths fell below 20. 
The figure was one less than 
U.S. deaths two weeks ago and 
reflected the continuing Ameri­ 
can disengagement and a rela­ 
tive lull in ground fighting. 
The command also reported 
111 U.S. troops were wounded 
in action last week, more than 
double the 49 listed as wounded 
the previous week. Many of 
these were attributed to booby 
traps.

some married men. 
If this is done, as is widely 
expected, it still wouldn’t give 
already ordained priests the op­ 
tion to marry, nor would it al­ 
low those who have left the 
ministry to marry the right to 
return to it. 
But it would be a related step 
in that direction. And this is the 
way, by cautious, 'limited ad­ 
justments that the Church often 
gets where it is going. 
As a recent example, when 


the Second Vatican Council of 
1962-65 authorized the ordaining 
of married men as permanent 
deacons, a rank just below the 
priesthood, it was done 
to meet 
particular shortages of clergy 
in Asia and Africa. 
But within three years, U.S. 
bishops had gained permission 
to institute the practice in this 
country—and they now have a 
bigger program for ordaining 
married deacons than the areas 
for which it was first intended.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Nearby 
Hamilton’s municipal court has 
bren ordered to follow federal 
wage 
garnishment 
standards 
when exceeded by state guide­ 
lines on the subject. 
Judge David Porter of the 
U.S. District Court here grant­ 
ed 
a 
temporary 
injunction 
Thursday against the court in­ 
cluding Judge J. Richard Ber- 
ridge and his clerk, John Will­ 
ard. 
Porter 
said 
the 
order 
would stand until he could rule 
on a petition seeking a per­ 
manent, injunction. 
Federal 
regulations 
set 
a 
maximum of 25 per cent of a 
person's 
monthly 
salary, 
or 
$208. whichever is less. Under 
Ohio law, as much as 77 per 
cent of a person’s wages can be 
garnished in 
certain circum­ 
stances. 
Porter issued the order on a 
complaint filed earlier this year 
by the U.S. Department of La 
bor. 
The 
complaint 
was 
amended to include the Ham­ 
ilton Coimty Court 
in Cincin­ 
nati, but Porter said he was 
taking no action in that 
ease 
since the court is now com­ 
plying with federal guidelines. 
In a 
memorandum accom­ 
panying his order, Porter spoke 
of the importance generally of 
abstention 
by 
federal 
courts 
from 
making decisions in a 
case involving state affairs. 
He said in this case it did not 
amount to “a hill of beans com­ 
pared to the need to stop harm 
to wage earners who are hav- 
ng paychecks garnished in vio- 
ation of federal restrictions on 
garnishment and the need of 
employes caught in the middle 
or a resolution of their difficult 
jroblem.”

prices to their previous levels 
after the sale ended Aug. 31. 
But the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice contended this was a vio­ 
lation of the wage-price freeze, 
meaning the state would have 
to revert to its sale price on 
cases. 
Guggenheim then did some
